before ſpecified were done. I have endes · 
voured to per forme that according to my 
beſt underſtanding, as before appeareth. 
And where I was required alfo to ſet down, 
what other-authoriryes be in 3 | 
this Lord; ſo it is, that-1 rere 
have obſeryed by reading of Treafurer. 4 
the Records of all Kings 
times, that he bath been taken for a very 
great Officer, and cheif of the Exchaquer, 
among which concerning his ancient ge- 
nerall Authority and Duty, I finde theſe 
words written of him, Ad quem apectat ds 
commodis domini Regis curare, & ut eju 


- diſdendia viteut protpicere, By which, and 


by his oath, his generall duty and authori- 
ty, may be conveniently and reaſonably 
conceived and gathered. And touching his 
other authories that be not before mentio- 
ned, I thinke there be ſome by Statutes, 
and ſome by Commiſſions or privy ſeales, 
concerning his Office in the Exchequer, 
which I do not take upon me to ſet downe 
leaſt I by forgetfullneſſe, ſhould omit ſome 
of theſe I know, and might omit diverſe 
C others 
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others, having not beene made acquainted 
with them , and to my beſt remembrance, 
they be moſt of them joynt with others, and 
am of opinion, that if (when any thing ſhal 
be offered unto him, or required of him to 
be done) It will pleaſe him firſt to require 
the ſight and underſtanding of bis War- 
rant, in that behalſe his Lordſhip ſha!l in 
ſhort time finde and know his authorityes 
that hee will require in ſuch caſes, whecher 
it be by Act of Parliament, or any other 
way z and I for my part will be ready to 
declare my ſimple knowledge and experi- 
ence in every caſe.

$ an Office erected of late in the time of 
King H. 7. And whether it was of the 
Kings nomination firſt, or of any Lord 
Treaſuror, it is not known. But it is ſaid 
that Sir. Robert Mitton Knight, that was 
then the Lord Treaſurers Remembrancer, 
wasthe firſt Vice-treaſuror that was ever 
made, and had no patent thereof; but Sir. 
Iohn Baker when Thomas Duke of Nor- 
folke was made Lord Treaſurorin H. 8. 
time, being nominated Vice-treaſuror after 
Sir. Robert Micton did procure a Patent 
thereof under the great Seale of England 
and was the firſt that bad a Patent of the 
ſame office. 

He in King H. 7. time (as I have heard 
ſay, the report of the remaine of the Trea- 
ſure in the receipt being brought then to 
the Kiog at the end of every Terme ) did 
cheſt the ſame up, and did Content every 
Cheſt what ſumme and ſorts of mony was 
in it, intitleing it B. or C. as in courſe it 
fell out, and carried it to the Kings Trea- 
ſuror in the Tower, and entred the ſame in

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the Kings Book which he kept in his deske, 


leaving ever in that receipt ſufficient mony 
to pay ordinary Fees, and ſums of * 
it as charged with betweene that and t 
next Terme. And hereupon I thinke the 
Vice-treaſurer was made to ſee this done, 
both of truſt and eafe of the Lord Tres. 
ſuter, as being too mean a thing for his 
Lordſhip to be troubled with, and yet fit 
to be done by ſome meaner perſon of truſt, 
and great ſecrecie. 

He being Chancellor of the Court in the 
late Lord Treafarers time and abſence, and 
before the uniting of the ſaid Courts of 
Augmentation, and the firſt fruits and 
Tenths, did order and command all things 
as the Lord Treaſaror in the Court ofthe 
Exchequer, and in the receipt, ſa ving that 
which was done Per Con ſideratione m Ba: 
ronam, upon Pleas , Informations, ludg- 
ments_&c. | 

He before the uniting of the ſaid Courts, 
and ſince the Lord Treaſurors death, did

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Parrenits of all grants of lands, and Tene 
ments for life, in fee ſimple, fee taile gene- 
rall, or ſpecisll, of all denizonſhips, Cres. 
tions of Arch biſhops, and Biſhops, erecti 
ons of any Abdies, Priories , Colledges, 
Chauntries, Hoſpitalls, Schooles, and Cor-

Of Engliſh Bills and the proceedinges there- 
upon in the Exchequer. 


A Engliſh bil is a petition in Er gliſh ex- 
hibiced by the plaintiff to the Lord Trea- 
ſurer Chanceller and Barons of the exchequer 
in caſe where the plaintiff ſuppoſeth he hath 
right to recover the poſſeſſion of lands or 
goods deteined from him or debts due to bim 
or to have remedy for ſome other wrong done 
to him by the defendant that be hath noe e vi- 
dence nor ſpecialty to ſhew forth nor can 
make any fuch proofe as is required by the 
ſtrict courſe of the Common Law to recover 
or 


Fer 
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or have remedy for the ſame, but ſuppoſeth 
that it lyeth in the defendants owne know - 
ledge and that he will confeſſe the ſame in his 
anſwere. And in caſe where the plaintiffs ſued 
at Cemmon Law for the poſſeſſion of any 
lands or for any goods, chattells, Debts or o- 
ther things againſt wh ch he can make noe ſuf- 
ficient defence by ſtrict cout ſe of the Common 
Law bur in equity and good conſcience oughe 
to be releived and get either wholly diſchar- 
ged or the extremity mitigated and modera- 
ted and ſuppoſeth that the defendant will 
confeſſe in his anſwere the truth of the 
matter by him alled ged. 

Every plaintiff that ſhall exhibite any ſuch 
bill ought to be priviledged either in perſon ag 


an Officer or Clerk of the Court or ſervant to 


ſome of them or an accomptant or Debtor to 
the king or otherwiſe or elſe in the cauſe as if 
that concerne the king in the inheritance,poſ- 
ſeſſion or intreſt of any lands, tithes, offices, 
goods, chattels or Debts wherein the plaintiff 
likewiſe pretendeth to have Intereſt in right 
of the King, or if the plaintiff beſued by Eng- 
liſh bill or action or extent or other proces 
in the ſa me Court for the ſame matter. 
The Kings Attorney alſo may exhibite En- 
fliſh Bills in the Exchequer for any matter 
co” 
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concerning the King in inheritance or profits 


and in like manner any perſon that findeth - 


bimſelfe greived in any cauſe proſecuted - 
Eaioſt him for and on the behalfe of the King 
or any patent by grant of the King may exhi- 
bite his Engliſh bill againſt che Kings Attor- 
ney and ſuch others as are intereſted in the 
cauſe to be reltived in equity. In which cafe 
the plaintiff muſt Attend the Kings Attorney 
with a Coppy. of his bill and procureth bim 
to anſwere the ſame and the Kings Attorney 
n.ay call any that are intereſted in th- Cauſe or 
any officer or others to inſtruc him herein 
touching the makeing bis anſwer ſo as the 
King be not prejudiced thereby and his an- 
ſwere is to be put in without oath. 

The parties in every ſuch bill between party 
and party muſt ſerve the defendant with pro- 
ces of S»bpena or if the defendant b: a Baron 
of Parliament ſpirituall or Temporall with a- 
letter under the hands of the Lord Treaſurer 
Chancellor Birons or ſome of them whereby 
he muſt be required to appeare at a day certain

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- muſt be no alteration of any interrogatories, 
nor addition of any, after the firſt examinati. 
on, but if there be further examination that 

muſt be upon the ſame Interrogatories that 
were firſt exhibited, and if any examination 
be taken otherwiſe, ic muſt be ſuppreſſed 
whecher it be by commiſſion or in Court, ex- 
cept it be ſo appointed by ſome ſpeciall order 
of the Court. | 

If a witneſs. be examined of one fide, and 
after be ſerved with proceſs to be examined 

on the other ſide, and do refuſe to be ex mi- 
ned, the Court will not allow his depofiel- 
ons to be uſed, becauſe be bath ſhewed bim- 
ſelf to be partiall. 

After the witneſſes be examined, there 
mult be order ſor publication of their depoſi- 
tions, either by conſent of both ſides, or by 
motion of the one ſide, and a day given to the 
other fide to ſhew cauſe why they ſhould not 
be publiſhed, and uſe heard, at which 
day if nothing be 470 to the contrary, they 
are publiſhed, and the cauſe js to be ſer down 
afterwards for the hearing, at ſuch time 39 
the Lord Treaſurer and the Barons ſhall ap- 

int. 

Aſter the day of hearing is ſer down, the 
Plaintiff muſt ſerye the Defendant with pro-

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ceſs of Subpena, Ad audiendum judicinms » 
returnable at aday and place appointed for 
the hearing, and in the mean time either 
party is to prepare his brevistes, of his plea- 
ding and proofs to inftru@ his counſell, 

At which day the bill of cauſes is to be made 
ready and delivered to the Lord Treaſurer, 
Chancellor, and Barons in Court, wherein 
the cauſes are to be ſer down in order as t 
were appointed, and ſo the Court doth ca 
for them, as they lye in the bill, and if both 
ſides be ready to proceed to bearing, the 
Plaintiffs counſel! opening the material] parts 
ofthe bill, and che Defendants counſell ope- 
ning his anſwer, and after debating thereof 
on both ſides, for the full opening to the mat- 

ter in queſtion the plaintiff is to make his 
proofs, which are to be read by his Attorney 
in court, and the defendant is to do the like, 

| whereupon the Court doth judge, Secundum 

| allepata & probata, as if there be good mat- 

| ter alledged, and fer forth in the bill and re- 

plication, and ſufficiently proved there by 

tonfeſſion of the defendant in his anſwer, or \ 
by witneſſes, Records, or other evidence / 
which cannot he diſapproved by the Defen- 
dant, the Court doth make a decree for the 


plaintiff, but if there be good matter ſet _— 
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and not proved, or good matter proved, but 
not ſet forth in the pleadings, the Defeadane 

and the cauſe is diſmiſſed. 

Sometimes the cauſe is diſmiſſed u pon ope- 
ning, for want of ſufficient matter, or far that 
it is meerly tryable at the Common Law, and 

- ſometimes when there is both matter of Law 
and Equity, the matter of Law is referred to 
a tryall at the Exchequer bar, and the equity 
of the cauſe is retained untill the hearing, and 
ſometimes when the queſtion is touching, ac- 
counts and reckonings which are intricate, the

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quire the certainty thereof, and to ſet out. & 
the metes and bounds of the ſame, and to cer- 
tifie che Court thereof, and in ſuch like caſes 
References and Commiſſions are awarded. 

If at the day of hearing the plaintiff be rea- 

dy, and the Defendant maketh default afida- 
vit is to be made of the ſerving, the Defen- 
dant with proceſs, ad audiendem jadicium, 
and the Court will proceed to hearing, and af 
ter the plaintiffs bill be opened, the Defen- 
dants anſwer is to be read, and the plaintiffs 
proofs, whereupon the Court will decree or 
diſmiſſe the cauſe, or otherwiſe order that ag 
ſhall ſeem fit but in ſuch caſe the Court do: tr 
not ule to make an decree abſolute , but to 
give a day to the Defendant to ſhew what he 
can againſt that, at which day if he do come 
and endeayour to-ſhew cauſe to ſtay the De- 
cree, and thereupon the Court doth proceed, 
ind further hearing the plaintiff may require 

coſts for his double attendance, by reaſon of 


the Defendants default. 


If the Defendant be ready at the day of 
hearing, and the plaintiff make default, the 
Court doth diſmiſſe the Defendant with cofts, 
except ſome good cauſe be ſhewed to ſtay 
that, and if that be put over till another day, 
the plaintiff is to pay coſts to the Defendant᷑. 
ſuch as the Court ſhall think fit. When 


When the Defendant is once ſerved with 
proceſs, Ad audiendum judiciam, alt 

the cauſe cannot be heard at that time, or in 
that Term, he muſt attend withont any mote 
proceſs, untill the cauſe be heard, fo long as 
the cauſe be continued in the bill of cauſes; 
but if the plaintift be negligent, and will not 
endure to procure a hearing, but deſire to 
continue that in the bill, to keep an injuncti- 
on on foot, or to ſtiy the Defendants courſe 
at the common Law, or in any other Court, 
the Defendant may move for a diſmiſſion of 
the cauſe, and the injunction may be diſſol- 
ved, and that he may have coſts. 

Alſo if the plaintiff after anſwer put into 
his bill will delay the proſecution thereof, the 
Defendant may move to be diſmiſſed with 
coſts, whereupou the Court will find a day 
to ſhew cauſe. 

When a cg uſe is ready for hearing, if the 
plaintiſſ delay the proſecution, or be negli- 
gent to procurea hearing , the Defendant 
may if he will, procure the cauſe to be (et 
for hearing, and ſerve the plaintiff with pro- 
ceſs, ad audiendum judicium, At which day, 
if the plaincift will appear, he may proceed 
to hearing. but if he will not, che Defendant 
may be diſmiſſed with coſts, and left at Liber · 
ty, 
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ty, if there were any injunction or order to 
reſtrain him. ; 

If a Defendant dye after anſwer put ia, and 
before the cauſe be determined, the plaintiff 
may put in a bill of Revivor againſt the heir , 
or Executor, or Adminiftrator ot the Defen- 
dant, as the caſe ſhall require, and the De- 
fendant in ſuch bill of Revivor, ſhall anſwer 
without oath, becauſe his anſwer is to no - 
ther end but to ſubmit himſelf to the former 
proceedings and upon his anſwer the former 
proceedings ate revived, and ſhall ſtand in 
the lame caſe as they did againſt the firſt De- 
fendant that dyed, and the plaintiff and De- 
fendant may proceed further to bring the 
cauſe to bearing, in that ſame manner as chat 
ſhould have been proceeded in, if the firſt De- 
fendant bad lived, and in like, when the plain- 
tiff dyeth pendent like. 

After a decree is made and paſt againſt the 


| Defendant, if he hath other matter which was 
not in iſſue in the cauſe decreed , which he 
ſuppoſet h will be ſufficient to overtbrow the 


decree, be may exhibit a bill of Review upon 
that new matter, to reverſe the decree, but 
he muſt perform the decree, and yeild obedi- 
ence to that, ard if the bill of Review do not 
contain good and ſufficient matter, the De- 

feadant 
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fendant may plead the former matter,decreed 


in bar, ofthe proceedings upon the new bill, 


and chat is not ſufficient for the plaintif in the 
bill of Review to produce new proofs though 
never ſo good, that were not produced before, 
but the matter muſt not be ſuch matter as was 
not in the iſſue before, and he may likewiſe ex- 
hibit his bill of Review of error in the former 
proceedings. 

Sometimes the principall queſtion between 
the partyes is ſuch, as admitting the truth of 
both ſides, yet it is doubtfull in Law to whom 
the Right belongeth, ſo as the Court cannot 
make a decree untill the matter in Law be 
determined, whereupon a caſe in Law isto 
be drawn and agreed upon of both ſides, and 
if there be any matter of fact neceſſary to be 
proved for the making of the caſe, witneſſes 
may be examined upon Interrogatories for 
chat purpoſe, and when the caſe is agreed up- 
on, ſeverall Copies muſt be delivered to the 
Lord Treaſurer, Chancellor, and Barons, and 
is to be argued on both ſides, when, and as 
often as the Court ſhall think fit, and ſo be 
determined by decree or otherwiſe. 
Sometimes when publication is over haſtily 
gotten by the plaintiff before the Defendant 
hath fully examined his witneſſes, the Court 

— upon 
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u pon «ffidavit by the Defendant,that neither 
he nor any for him bath ſeen the depoſitions 
of the witneſſes, doth admit him to examine 
ſuch witneſſes, as he hath to examine. 
Upon hearing of a cauſe, the Court doth 
allow Bills and aaſwers, and other pleadings 
and orders and decrees of the Chancery, and 
other Courts, to be read for evidence, without 
any order of allowance, but no depoſitions 
of witneſſes taken in any other Court, nor in 
another cauſe in the fame Court, without 
ſpeciall order. 

And ſomtimes(but very rarely) after publica - 
tion of both ſides, the Court doth allow them 
te examine witneſſes (ad informandum conſci- 
antiam) in which caſe the depoſitions that be 
taken, are not to be publiſhed but onely ſeen 
by the Courr. 

Aſter a Decree is entred, that may be en- 
rolled and exemplified at the inſtance of either 
party, or of any elſe t hat deſire that
